REMARKS 

By this amendment, no claims have been cancelled. Hence, Claims 27-52, 63-88, and 
92-95 are pending in the application. 

The allowance of each of the pending claims is gratefully acknowledged. 

REFERENCE TO EACH FILED REISSUE APPLICATION HAS BEEN ADDED 

The Office Action objected to the specification under 37 CFR § 1.177 for lacking notice 
that one or more reissue applications has been filed. 

The Applicants have herein amended their specification to include notice of each and 
every reissue appHcation based on U.S. Patent No. 5,857,180. Consequently, it is respectfiilly 
submitted that this concem has been addressed and overcome. 

ALL PENDING CLAIMS HAVE BEEN UNDERLINED
